If 
this happens, the renter will get the benefit when 
the downward movement comes 

To ask a renter to buy at the present price 
level, and tie himself up in a contract to pay as 
much or more than he is now paying for ten 
years or more, would not be an attractive appeal 
He would probably prefer, in most cases, to go 
on paying rent — and take the chance that ren- 
tals and prices will come down after a while 

If the object is to encourage tenants to be- 
come home - owners, that is important enough 
to warrant cutting the selling prices to figures 
substantially below the cost of building the hous- 
es. That would be equivalent bonusing the con-

Self-Help Program

From Austra.ia comes an idea 
which may help at least some 
Canadians to solve their housing 
problem, In our sister Dominion 
a number of veterans, getting 
tired of waiting for homes, de- 
cided to build their own homes 
Accordingly they formed a 
Home Builders’ Club and al- 
ready have several houses well 
on their war to completion with 
additional homes being started 
at the rate of one every two 
weeks. 

The club, which has two hun- 
dred members, bought 
basic necessary equipment, 
which is rented out to members 
in turn, They get it for 
weeks at a cost of $2.00. This is 
the cribbing and scaffolding nec- 
essary to put in the foundations 


to do this, The member does it 
himself or hires somebody to 
do it for him. From then on he

The motor coughed and a cylinder blew wide open, Al- 
though it has caused another frustrating delay in what has 
become an uphill battle to reach the valley. legendary home 
of head-hunters and prehistoric moisters, it was actually 
a miracle in disguise. 


Could Have Blown in Air 


Careful examination by mechanic Ed Hanratty revealed 
that the cylinder had apparently been cracked by the cold 
several days ago. It might just as easily have blown out 
while we were in mid-air, flying over the rugged ice-locked 
country, anywhere between Finlay Forks and Fort Laird, 

It might have blown out as we battled freezing tempera 
tures between here and Deer River, when we wou a race with 
the stork to bring a trapper’s pregnant wife to a doctor’s 
care. It might have blown out as we skimmed the saw-tooth 
mountains of the Nahanni ranges. 

Luck, which kept us out of the Nahanni when tempera- 
tures there hugged the 70-below mark, biessed us with en- 
gine trouble at a well-equipped airport while our plane still 
rested safely on the ground. 

“Serves us right for trying to fiy in this weather,” said 
Pilot Russ Baker. 

“Now you know what bush flying is really like.”

OTTAWA, (CP) — “When Cupid 
shoots his arrow I hope lie ‘Mrs 
you,” is an old Valentine greeting, 
but for the girl who heeds the 
rhyme, the present birthrate rise 
in Canada goes to prove there's 
some truth in that Ogden Nash 
oldie that “safety-pins and bassinets 
await the girl who fascinets.” 

So a survey shows on this, an- 
other Valentine day, that births 
climbed to an all-time peak in 1945, 
although marriages were only 108,- 
035, compared with the 1942 peak 
of 127,372 

Births totalled 288,450 in 1945, | 
compared with 284,220 in 1944 and 
229,468 in 1939. And the bureau of 
statistics reports a possible increase 
in 1946 
| Final figures are not availabic, 
but live births registered in cities |

more than 10,000 totalled 161,098, 
compared with 137,710 in 1945. 
| More than 40,000 war wives have 
reached Canada in the last five 
| Years and veterans, too, now are | 
setting up house and raising fami- | 
lies. Authorities cite these as rea- | 
sons of the rising birth rate | 
| Although births are increasing, | 
| health department officials don’t 
| believe people are planning families | 
| the size of those in olden days. | 

“Nowadays many Canadians are | 
spending their money on material 
comforts,” said Dr. Ernest Couture, | 
head of the child and maternal | 
health division. “Some would sooner 
own a car than have a baby | 

“In addition, young persons are | 
"meeting difficulty in finding homes. 
| They don’t want to bring up chil-

NEW YORK, (NANA) — Ruins of 
ja great city estimated to be 2,000 
| years old have been discovered by a 


Soviet scientific expedition in nor- 
thern Siberia - 

According to a dispatch from 
Moscow to Svenska Dagbladet of 
Stockholm, the Russian explorers 
have excavated from the ancient 
city—which lies on the banks of the 
Yenisei, not far from the present 


settlement of Abakan—a great many 
vestiges of a once flourishing civili-

In the ruins of one immense build- 
ing, believed to have been a palace 
and covering 1,500 square yards, they 
have found traces of a heating in- 
stallation which distributed warm

The Yenisei region was first ex< 
plored in the 16th century by Yer- 
ma, an outlawed Cossak who wished 
to regain the favor of Ivan the Ter- 
rible.
